I  think,  by  all  odds,  the  most  grotesque 
and  u  lour.  I  little  creature  who  ever  came  to 
London  was  the  novelist,  Ouida,  said  a  Lon¬ 
don  woman  of  fashion  to  a  correspondent. 
She  was  here  two  years  ago,  and  there  was  a 
constant  reign  of  terror  among  the  women 
until  she  left;  everybody  was  afraid  of  being 
put  into  her  next  hook.  Talk  a.liout  her  lieau- 
tiful  eyes  or  tempestuous  munuer  is  talk  of* 
the  most  absurd  kind.  She  is  almost  small 
enough  to  tie  a  dwarf,  with  no  particular 
Color  to  her  eye*  or  hair,  ill  fitting  gownsjand 
the  must  extraordinary  independence  that 
has  ever  been  known  Instead  of  stopping 
with  the  many  people  who  invited  her  to  stay 
with  them,  she  went  off  and  lived  alone  at  the 
J-angliam  hotel,  because  site  felt  that  there 
her  movements  would  be  unrestricted. 

She  wuk  the  great  woman  of  the  season 
here,  and  the  tnasf  intractable  anil  unman 
ageable  mue  we  ever  had.  She  went  to  set 
whoever  interested  her  without  waiting  for 
the  form  of  an  invitation  or  even  an  intro¬ 
duction.

she  made  up  her  mind  offhand  to  go  and  see 
two  or  three  people  whose  names  were  known 
to  her.  and  to  whom  she  was  more  or  lees  at¬ 
tracted  on  that  account.  She  came  up  from 
St.  James  on  her  way  to  the  city,  stopped  at 
Arlington  street  and  told  the  man  that  she 
w  i shell  to  see  the  Marchioness  of  Salisbury. 
Tt)o  man  took  Ouida's  card,  sauntered  up 
stairs  with  it  to  the  drawiug  room,  and 
when  he  got  there  found  that  Ouida  was 
stalking  calmly  along  at  her  heels.  As  he 
entered  the  drawing  room  with  the  card 
Ouida  pushed  by  him  and  went  up  to  the 
march  ionesp  and  shpok  her  warmly  by  the 
hand.  As  the  marthioness  had  never  seen 
bur  urn  1  had  not  yet  seen  the  ca&l,  she  was 
rather  surprised;  but  after  a  few  minutes’ 
pastso  she  wa^mnre  or  less  interested  in  the 
w Inimical  novetlst^awl  they  chatted  along 
f<>r  nearly  an  hour. 

Then  Ouida  rime,  took  her  umbrella, 
started  to  go,  apd,  changing  her  mind,  sat 
down  again,  and  told  the  marchioness  that  if 
she  would  send  for  Lord  Salisbury  she  would 
see  him.  This  manner  of  asking  for  the 
prime  minister  of  England  as  though  he  were 
kept  on  tap  as  it  were,  and  ready  to  be  pro- 
duitd  at  a  moment’s  notice  to  any  one  who 
cared  to  drop  in  at  Arliugton  street,  was  too 
much  for  the  marchioness  She  would  have 
stood  anythiug  but  that;  but  she  was  the 
wife  of  a  diplomat,  and  she  told  Ouida  grave¬ 
ly  that  the  marquis  ‘  had  goue  to  Downing 
street  and  hence  could  not  be  seen.  There¬ 
upon  tbo  uovelist  expressed  a  slight  regret, 
seized  her  umbrella  and  drifted  out.  That 
was  a  specupen  of  the  way  she  passed  her 
time  in  England.  It  is  a  curious  thing,  by 
the  way.  that  a  woman  with  tsueh  a  wonder¬ 
ful  fouut  of  humor  as  Ouida  displays  in  her 
httlo  book,  "A  Rainy  Mouth  in  June,”  should 
be  so  utterly  destitute  of  humor  herself. 
Once  in  a  while,  in  talking,  she  is  mid  and 
grotesque,  but  never  in  the  least  degree 
witty  1  dined  with  her  several  times,  but  1 
never  discovered  any  of  the  gleams  of  humor 
in  her  talk  which  are  so  prevalent  iu  that  odd 
little  book.  By  the  wav.  before  she  leftb.be 
aanouuced  that  there  was  ouly  one  man  in 
England  w  ho  was  worth  looking  at  or  talk¬ 
ing  to,  and  ho  was  Oscar  Wilde.— New  Y ork 
Sun.

We  read  that  the  foreigner,  on  coming 
this  country,  is  amazed  at  the  relation  of  the 
American  mother  and  daughter,  the  attitude 
of  the  Latter  being  so  entirely  different  from 
that  he  has  seen  in  any  other  civilized  land. 
If  we  have  never  considered  the  subject  be¬ 
fore,  we  look  about  us  and  see  that  the  charge 
is  true,  for  neither  in  our  homes  nor  in  those 
of  our  friends  do  we  find  that  the  American 
girl  regards  ber  mother’s  word  as  the  ulti¬ 
matum;  to  be  quite  fair,  we  are  obliged  to 
acknowledge  that  the  opposite  is  the  case, 
and  when  meet  a  daughter  entity  olxxiient, 
deferring  to  her  parent  and,  atiove  all,  rev 
erencing  her  opinion,  we  are  conscious  of 
feeling  of  surprise.  In  the  average  Ameri¬ 
can  home  the  mother,  perforce,  remains  in 
the  background,  the  ambitious  and  educated 
daughter  bringing  a  new  atmosphere  nix>ut 
her  which  intimidates  and  often 
the  less  educated  parent  to  such  a  degree  that 
she  usually  retires  from  the  drawing  room 
into  her  own  private  room,  where  a  slip  at 
grammer  is  not  a  serious  matter  and  the  con¬ 
versation  consists  of  some  lighter  topic  than 
evolution  and  the  poetry  of  Browning. 

.THC  MANEUVERING  MOTHER. 

In  the  home  of  fashion  and  culture  the 
ther  has  her  set  of  acquaintances  and  partic¬ 
ular  fails,  ajuikvoften  so  wearied  with  the 
demands  upon  her  time  as  to  leave  little  or 
no  leisure  to  look  with  close  attention  upon 
the  coming  and  goin^of  her  young  daughter. 

She,  poor  child,  has  made  her  debut  and 
has  been  launched  into  the  gay  world  by  a 
grand  bail;  cards  ha v#  been  sent  to  all  de¬ 
sirable  people,  wealth  and  social  distinction

teach  her  that  all  is  fair  in  the  social  war, 
here  victory  implies  a  rich  marriage  or  such 
prestige  as  will  often  doors  clcaed  but  to  the 
favored  few. 

’Have  I  ever  heard  of  that  detesatble 
ture  called  the  maneuvering  mother  1” 

0,  yes,  aud  1  astonish  my  interlocutor  by 
replying:  “I  respect  her  more  than  the  care¬ 
less  mother,  for  the  m&neuverer  betrays  an 
interest  and  care  for  her  young,  and  In  a 
measure  looks  out  for  her  welfare  and  com¬ 
pels  the  child  to  feel  that  she  is  still  held  ac¬ 
countable  to  some  specified  authority, 
young  countrywoman,  feeling  that  sho  is  her 
ovru  mistress  and  a  law  unto  herself,  steps 
out  with  the  freedom  of  a  rapid  pacer,  who, 
being  free  of  check  rein,  gets  off  the  track 
before  ho  knows  it,  and  when  ’time’  is  called 
is  with  his  jockey  quite  out  of  hearing."

Mother  is  at  home  or  engag¬ 
ed  elsewhere;  perhaps  her  uanie  has  bass 
mentioned  to  one  of  the  {latrouesses,  but  this 
Is  not  the  rule,  and  so  mademoiselle  lias  it  all 
her  own  way;  she  may  sit  all  eveuaig  under 
shadiug  palm,  discussing  sweet  nothings,  or 
she  may  dance  with  ono  man  simply  because 
eis  step  and  hers  agree,  or,  if  one  of  the 
quieter  sort,  she  may  remain  at  the  wall,  sad 
and  forlorn. 

MUCH  SORROW  MAY  BE  AVOIDED. 

This  carries  us  on  to  the  more  serious  occu- 
tion  of  courtship;  when  a  young  man  visits  a 
young  lady,  I  hold  that  some  of  her  tainily

No  go»  d  man  w  ill  shrink*  from  a  girl  be¬ 
cause  she  is  an  object  of  proper  solicit udo  on 
the  part  of  her  natural  care  takers,  an  1  lie 
will  feel  that  that  more  honor  is  due  her, 
from  tho  fact  that  she  has  been  jealously 
guarded  from  any  evil  during  the  period  of 
her  girlhood.  j 

The©  the  i«areuts  would  become  acquainted 
with  their  daughter's  friends,  and  have  sums 
knowledge  of  the  men  who  frequent  tiieir 
house,  instead  of  delaying  tho  iutn  duct  ion, 
as  is  sometimes  tho  case,  until  after  the  en¬ 
gagement,  wheu  it  is  too  late  to  make  objec¬ 
tions  and  the  contract  must  stand,  come  weal 
or  woe,  and  in  how  many  cases  “woe”  is  the 
r*Kult  wo  have  but  to  turn  to  tho  register  for 
divorce  to  learn. 

Much  sorrow  aud  trouble  might  be  avoided 
by  perfect  confidence  being  observed  between 
mother  and  daughter—  protecting  love  from 
tho  one,  louder  dependence  from  the  other. 

The  parent  -living  her  youth  ovor  again  fn 
the  fresh  impulsiveness  of  her  child,  which 
recalls  t*>  her  memory  the  dear  old  days  when 
her  step  was  light  and  her  heart  free  from 
care.  The  daughter,  reading  in  the  mother's 
eye  that  sympathy  and  tenderness  which  no 
oue  ou  earth  but  a  mother  can  give,  and, 
guided  by  the  larger  experience,  learns  to 
shun  so  many  of  the  pitfalls  into  which  the 
unguarded  easily  full 

We  have  homes  for  foundlings,  home*  for 
drunkards,  homes  for  old  men  and 


The  number  of  women.  Both  single  and 
married,  now  looking  for  employment  is 
greater  than  ever  before.  The  salaries  for 
young  men  in  clerkships  and  other  genteel 
employments  bare  become  So  reduced  that 
few  can  afford  to  marry  unless  the  woman  is 
willing  to  put  “ber  shoulder  to  the  wheel" 
and  help  with  ber  means  Do  keep  the  pot 
boiling.  The  trouble  usually  is  that  when 
the  wife  commences  to  work  outside  of  her 
home  the  husband  becomes  carelew  and  fre¬ 
quently  allows  the  chief  burden  of  their  sup 
port  to  rest  upon  her. 

It  is  always  better,  when  It  is  possible,  for 
the  wife  to  leave  the  providing  to  her  hus¬ 
band,  and  devote  her  energies  to  make  a 
comfortable  home  and  encourage  his  efforts, 
but  in  many  cases  111  health  and  the  impossi¬ 
bility  of  obtaining  paying  employment  pre¬ 
vent  the  husband  from  doing  his  duty  In  this 
respect.  Should  this  happen,  it  is  well  for  a 
woman  to  be  prepared,  and  in  the  early  days 
of  married  life  it  is  easy  to  acquire  either  a 
trade  or  profaanon  that  may.  stand  their 
friend  in  the  future.  A  good  dressmaker  or 
milliner  need  never  suffer  for  lack  of  means, 
a  competent  artist  or  musician  can  utilize  her 
gifts  to  advantage,  if  necessary;  typewriting 
is  easily  acquired,  and  a  woman  who  can 
make  a  good  loaf  of  bread,  a  crisp  roll  of 
first  class  pastry,  need  never  know  the  want 
dollar.— New  York  Star.

Spree. l  over 
the  bueorn  a  Wet  doth,  and  irem  it  over 
quickly  with  a  very  hot  iron,  theu  remove 
the  cloth,  and,  with  a  perfectly  suuoth  iron, 
as  hut  as  can  be  used  without  scorching,  rub 
the  bosom  rapidly  up  and  down,  not  cm*# 
wise,  at  the  same  time  bolding  and  pulling 
the  lx  worn  Into  shape.  If  you  have  s  polish¬ 
ing  iron,  use  the  rounded  part  of  the  iron, 
thus  putting  all  the  friction  on  a  small  part 
at  one  tune,  giving  full  benefit  of  the  gloss  of 
both  starch  and  linen. — Table  Talk.
